WASHINGTON, July 14.—-The 
first real split in Republican Senate 
ranks over the administration tariff 
bill came yesterday @uring consider- 
ation of the cotton schedule, with a 
result that 19 committee amend- 
ments proposing increased rates on 
various kinds of yarns and on sliver 
and roving were rejected as fast as 
they were reached. The majority op- 
position was led by Senator Lenroot 
of Wisconsin, and reached its maxi- 
mum strength on the first roll call, 
12 Republicans opposing the com- 
mittee rate on a roll call by which 
the amendment was rejected, 323 to 
24. 

The 12 Republicans were Borah, 
Capper, Cummins, Jones of Washing- 
ton, Lenroot, McCormick, Nelson, 
New, Norbeck, Sterling, Townsend 
and Willis. The lowest Republican 
vote against any of the amendments 
was nine, with the average running 
at 10. With a single exception, on 
each roll call, the Democrats voted 
solidly against the proposed in- 
creases.
